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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meador. 
Claims 1-18, 44 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by WO '222. 

Each of these rejections is maintained with the added reasoning that the 
precipitated particles of iptycene containing polymer constitute an article within 
applicants' meaning. 

Claims 128, 129, 134-137 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by McDevitt et al. 

McDevitt et al disclose particles comprising polymers derivatized in a manner 
which makes them luminescent. These polymers are taught as binding to analytes 
including nucleic acids. 

Therefore the reference anticipates the rejected claims. 

Claims 130-133 and 148-140 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The rejection over Chen et al contained in the previous office action is withdrawn 
in view of applicants' arguments.
